by sunset we carried the enemy's 
prlncipal> poets, but some of them 
offered stout resistance and wo had 
to Livouac the night in battle forma- 
tion.

St. Petersourg, July 30.—A special 


.dispatch from Liao Yang giving a 
graphic picture of the fight at Ta 
Tche Kiao explains that the Russian 
immunity from damage by the fur- 


* ious Japanese bombardment was due 


to the fact that tho Russian guni 


• were mostly behind a range of steep 
hills and were concealed cleverly by 
high grass and trees and that ths 
Chinese were, therefore, unable to 
heliograph the position of tho guns 
as they formerly had done to the Jap- 
anese artillerymen. 
The Japanese 


had many large calibre guns and. used 
chiefly shrapnel. 
They used 
also 


high explosive shells. The fight was 
almost wholly an artillery duel and 
was a magnificent spectacle. The 
crest of the hills held by the Rus- 
sians was converted into a raging 
vo.lcano and earth was thrown up in 
geysers • by the continuous rain of 
bursting shells until sand and-dust 
hung in a cloud overhead and fire 
among the. trees and grass started by 
the shells added a stifling" smoke and 
heat to the awful, glare of the tropi- 
cal sun.;.;The .shrapnel,, like great 
white-wih'ged'^ birds, sailed overhead.

could be heard plainly and the Rus- 
sians, threw themselves behind rocks 
'and other -shelters as the missiles 
burst. 


The Japanese shifted the position of 


their guns both to escape the Russian 
flre and to try to locate the masked 
batteries of their opponents.

BATTLE OP TA TOHE KIAO. 


Mukden, July 30.—A 
cori«afon- 


dent of the 
Associated Press who 


witnessed the battle of Xa Tche Kiao 
July 23 "to July 25 and 
who rede 


over a hundred miles on horseback 
all the way to Mukden to briug tho 
account gives .the .following personal 
description of the engagement-. 


• The correspondent was wakened at 
0 o'clock in the mo'rniag1 of July 23 
by the booming of gut-3. 
He had 


slept In the village of Tien Tsia Tin, 
four miles south o£ Ta Tche Kiao, 
where the regiment to which he wns 
attached was stationed. 
He hur- 


riedly rode to the Russian outposts 
and. found them engaged in a hot ar- 
tillery duel which continued for two 
hours. Then the-batterles slowly re- 
treated on tho main position where 
General Zaroubaieff decided to accept 
battle. 


STOP JAPANESE ADVANCE. 
Tho 
Russian 
gunners 
thencs 


poured a well directed hail of projec- 
tiles, effectually stopping tho Japan- 
ese advances and enabling the vari- 
ous outpost detachments to fall back 
in safety. 
The artillery flre ceased 


at about 11 o'clock and 
then for 


three hours the Japanese were en- 
gaged in placing their batteries in 
position, and in disposing of their 
forces in order of battle. 
At 2 iu 


the afternoon the bombardment re- 
commenced and lasted until after 5 
o'clock. 
Tho Japanese had several 


guns of large caliber and all their 
batteries were sending out streams 
of shrapnel on the Russian positions, 
but not causing much 
harm. 
In 


fact tho total losses at first were In- 
significant^ 


REAL BATTLE OPENS. 


The nigh wns perfectly qulot. The 


correspondent slept iIB the village of 
Sin Min. Tin directly behind the Rus- 
sian positions. The real battle open- 
ed the next morning. The first 'gun 
was fired at 7 o'clock and 
thence- 


forth tho roar of artillery did not 
cease for an instant till 8:30 in tho 
evening. 
At times the firing ac- 


quired extraordinary violence. 
The 


alto of the battle was 
about three 


miles south of Ta Tche Kiao and two 
miles east of tho railroad. 


Tho sea was plainly discernible 


from the heights 
overlooking 
the 


battlefield. But nothing occurred in 
that direction. The 
Russian posi- 


tions fronted south with a slight ii>- 
cllnatlon eastward. 
About two ar- 


tillery corps were engaged. 


OCCUPIED TWO HILLS. 


The correspondent was able to fol- 


low only the experiences of General 
Zaroubaieff's corps and BO eonfinsn 
himself to recording the incidents of 
this portion of the Russian troops. 
Zaroubaieff's corps occupfed a posi- 
tion on two hills of which the largest 
was crowned by three summits. The 
commander and his staff stationed 
themselves on the highest point of 
the center one whence they had an 
uninterrupted view of the surround- 
ing country. The general had placed 
batteries on the plain, behind these 
hills, the guns being cleverly masked 
by lofty Chinese corn. The Japan- 
ese tried vainly the whole day to lo- 
cate them and the Russian 
losses, 


therefore, were slight. 


Att UNCANNY FEATURE. . 


The men suffered more 'from the 


scorching heat of the sun than from 
the Japanese; projectiles. .It was es- 
sentially an artillery battle, biit It 
was remarkable and even" uncanny 
that during the thirteen hours 
it 


lasted the Russians could not make 
out a single Japanese soldier even 
with the 
most 
powerful 
glasses. 


From the position occupied by Gen- 
eral Zaroubaieff's troops not a single 
rlfla shot was heard, but the gunners, 
on both sides worked like mad men. 
The air was split and torn by the 
deafer-Ing, crashing reports of tho 
guns, tho dull .booming of the dis- 
tant shots furnUCoing a background 
of deep bass for the vicious hissing 
of the hurrying messengers of death 
exploding about tho Russians. "White 
puffs of smoke from tho exploding 
shrapnel shells, formed clouds over- 
head into which were thrown foun- 
tains of dust and sani 
when tho 


shells burst on the ground upon im- 
pact, Showering bullets and splinters 
around. 


Tho Japanese flre was at first con- 


c&ntrated 
upon the 
eastward hill 


held by a small force of Russians, 
and by 11 o'clock this yart of tho 
position was literally aflame, enough 


to try the. courage of the bravest sol- 
diers.

GOT CLOSE TO MOTHER EARTH. 


The men threw themselves down 


with their faces to the ground KB 
soon as they heard the hiss of tha 
approaching ,shells -which on strik- 
ing dug deep craters in the' hillside, 
whence the spouting firo looked liko 
miniature 
volcanoes. 
When 
this 


spectacle of savage 
splendor hart 


lasted four or ;flye hours one aftar 
another of the Russian positions be- 
came untenable. 
In the meantime 


the gunners serving the Russian 
batteries behind the hills redoubled 
their energies and the Japanese were 
evidently nonplussed by the fierce- 
ness of the flre from, the unlocatable 
batteries. 
They even directed their 


Attention to the Russian right, show- 
'erin-g projectiles on a small 
hill 


•which was quite' unoccupied. 
Then 


the Japanese shifted their fire to the 
Russian center, but not a single man 
•was withdrawn therefrom. 


JAP FIRE DIMINISHES. 


The fire of the Japanese diminished 


ut about 5 o'clock and ceased alto- 
gether half an hour later, whereas 
•the Russian batteries continued to 
fire. When the Japanese guronera re- 
opened tho artillery duel later they 
liad changed their position to the 
•westward, whence they obtained an 
•uninterrupted range of tho plain be- 
'hlnd the Russian position and their 
•projectiles bogan falling dangerously 
near tho Russian batteries. Two 
Chinese villages In the vicinity 'suf- 
fered terribly. The whole plain was 
ploughed and pitted by the explosion 
of the shells. 


With tho approach of evening the 


(Russians had a little relief from the 
heat but none from tho Japanese, the 
only difference being that tho flashes 
•of tho Japanese guns were distin- 
guishable on the slopes of the hills 
facing the Russians, revealing thslr 
exact position by tho red sparks of 
each cannon's 
mouth 
against tho 


sombre hsadow 
followed 
by 
the 


bursting of shells over tho Russians. 


SCENE OF WILD BEAUTY. 


Tho wild beauty of tho scene had 


now reached its zenith, tho bombard- 
ment slowly diminished in intensity 
and half nu hour later profound sil- 
ence reigned, broken only now and 
then by the rattle of infantry volleys 
from the distant portions of tho field 
where tho battle was still dragging 
on. 


Upon reaching 
Sin Min Tin tho 


same 
evening tho 
correspondent 


found that the place had already been 
abandoned by the 
Russian troops, 


though he was for a time under the 
impression 
that they 
had merely 


gone out to take 
positions at the 


front. 
In fact, he 
was 
convinced 


that the fight must have been a Rus- 
sian victory since over the great ox- 
tent of field which had come under 
his observation for thirteen hours the 
Japanese at no point seemed able to 
advance. 
Therefore great was his 


surprise on Monday morning when 
he awoke to find the Russian army 
retreating. ' 


IN HOT PURSUIT. 


Jumping into the saddle the corres- 


pondent rode out of the village and 
encountered a large force of Russian 
-cavalry and 
infantry 
regiments, 


which were moving toward Ta Tcha 
Kiao. 
On reaching that town the 


correspondent found everything pre- 
pared for its evncunition. 
The last 


train left Ta Tche Kiao :at about 11 
o'clock, at which time the Japanese 
were already bombarding the placa. 
Notwithstanding the fire and even 
the-rapid approach of the Japaness, 
the Russian retreat was carried out In 
perfect order, although the men and 
animals suffered terribly from 
thn 


stifling heat. The lUissian stores if 
flour and other provisions at Ta Tche 
Kiao were burned and as the corres- 
pondent rode northward immense col- 
umns of black smoke were rising 
along the horizon behind him and 
until he approached Hal Cheng at & 
o'clock that night he could hear the 
distinct rumbling of the Japanese 
guns.
